If y ou were ta visit one of these 
asy lum s, go back on to the w ard 
and sit there f or an hou r a t t e m pt ­ 
ing to absorb the

State Hospital for Insane Each Year 


_ Editor’s Note — This is the 
first of rn series of articles that 
will appear each week in this 
sews pa per dealing with Ohio’s 
problem of increasing insanity. 
These articles are sponsored by 
the Ohio Association for the 
Welfare of the Mentally Sick, 
which has but one objective, 
namely, more scientific and more 
humane treatment of mentally 
sick patients in state hospitals 
and the rapid rehabilitation of 
these unfortunates. 


Behind the gray walls of 300 
asylums in the United States (eight 
in Ohio) today will be found 300,- 
000 persons who were respected 
members 
of 
society 
yesterday. 
Sixty years ago, there were in the 
United States only 60,000, but in 
the last 40 years this number has 
been multiplied again and again, 
all out of proportion to the regu­ 
lar increase in population. 
If you were to, visit one of these 
asylums, go back on to the ward 
and sit there for an hour attempt­ 
ing to absorb the whole atmos­ 
phere, you would realize that these 
mentally sick brothers and sisters 
of ours are indeed “God’s most 
neglected people.” 
DUE TO SOME DISORDER. 
And, yet, the only difference be- j 
tween the man or woman who i 
rn ntally sick and you is that he 
has suffered from some d iso rd e r! 
which has caused his mind or soul 
to be unT Ie to express itself, as 
you do, in words and actions.

Twenty-five per cent 
of these so-called lunatics give a 
history of having some mental or 
nervous disorder in the family tree, 
while 75 per cent give no si: h his­ 
tory. 
There are being admitted annu­ 
ally into the state hospitals of the 
I nit cd State s 125,000 people who 
pass from citizenship to lunatics 
every year. About 5,000 pass from 
citizenship to lunacy in Ohio annu­ 
ally. 
THE ASSOCIATION’S PURPOSE 
The general apathy now present 
In society on this great problem is 
truly indicative of our lack of in­ 
formation on the subject. To enlist 
the interest of the people of this 
state is the object of the Ohio Asso- 
c in I ion i or the Welfare of the Men­ 
tally Sick, under whose auspices 
these articles are being written. 
The primal object of these heart- 
to-heart talks will be that of first
